Approach ‘of Spring Will Make 
Possible*Soon Great Campaign 
Under Preparation for Months. 


LONDON, March 6.—The end of the 
thirty-first week of the war and thy 
first signs of better weather conditions 
after a hard winter find the allied 
armies in the western theater nearing 
readiness for that concerted onslaught 
on the Germans, in the preparation for 
which Gen. Joffre and Field Marshal 
Sir John French have been doing 80 
much spade work during the last 
months. 

From the sea through the dunes of 
Flanders to Arras, in France, the 
British and Belgian armies appear to 
have withstood successfully all the 
attempts of the Germans to break 
through their lines, while from Ar- 
ras to the snow-topped ridges of the 
Vosges the French continue to win 
slawly forward. This is especially 
true in the Champagne district, al- 
though the skillful German com- 
manders exact a heavy price for 
every. step gained in this section. 

Here the French hope their efforts 
soon will result in freeing the @ty 
of Rheims from the attention of the 
German howitzers.

NO BULLET HOLE IN 
DEAD EX-MAYOR’S 
QUTSIDE CLOTHING 


Coroner Starts Inquiry Into 
Fatal Wounding of Col. 
Walker of Louisiana, Mo. 
—Ante Mortem Statement 
by Him Called Injury Ac- 


cident.

« LOUISIANA, Mo., March 6.—The bul- 
let from the revolver of Fred Wilkins, 
which caused the death Thursday of 
Col. Ailen M, Walker, a member of 
Gov. Major’s staff and former Mayor of 
Louisiana, entered his body 2% inches 
below the waist line and did not pass 
through his coat, vest or trousers, ac- 
cording to’ Dr. J. H. Hendricks of Bow!- 
Coroner of Pike County, 
who yesterday took possession of Walk- 


er’s clothes and examined them. The 
bullet, the Coroner said, passed only 
through the shirt and union suit worn 
by Walker. 

The shirt was powder burned. The 
bullet entered the lower part of the 
the Coroner says, an inch 
from the hip bone, and its course was 
horizontal from left to right. 

Coroner Hendricks impaneled a jury 
yesterday and accompanied by Frose- 
cuting Attorney T. B. McGinnis of 
Bowling Green, went to the Walker 
tome, 1201 Tennessee avenue, and 
viewed the body. Anticipating he 
might have difficulty in obtaining the 
clothing, he took along a subpena duces 
te-um, but it was not necessary to 
serve it.. On the Coroner’s demand. the 
rekgthing was turned over to him. After 
examining it in the presence of the jury 
and the Prosecuting Attorney, the Cor- 
oner took it with him to Bowling Green. 
It will be used ag evidence at the in- 
quest, which is to begin Monday. 
Witness to Tell of Walker’s Actions. 

Testimony will be taken at the inquest 
concerning the movements of the two 
men Tuesday evening, when the shoot- 
ing occurred. One of the witnesses will 
be Roy Lonergan, ticket seller at the 
Burlington depot. He says Wilkins 
went to the depot at 4:30 p. m. Tues- 
day, accompanied by Walker: that he 
bought a ticket to Clarence, Mo., and, 
as Lonergan believes, boarded a train 
which makes no stop until it reaches 
Hannibal, 26 miles north. 

There is no return train from Hanni- 
bal to Louisiana before the hour at 
which Walker was shot. Between 7:30 
and 8 o’clock Walker, after walking 
back and forth in front of the Eagle 
moving picture theater, across the street 
from his office, entered, but remained 
only 15 minutes. O. F. Wallace, pro- 
prietor of the theater, says that was 
the only time Walker entered the thea- 
ter that night. 

Ras Pearson, Walker’s attorney, says 
he will produce a woman who shook 
hands with Walker in the theater 15 
minutes before he was shot. 

‘Different Stories About Shooting,

sons who were at the Elks’ Club when

The claim disclosed that Strode was 
sent to the city hospital Feb. 25, 1914, 
suffering from paresis and alcoholic 
psychosis. He was powerful physically. 
He broke loose in the observation ward 
and was breaking up the beds and tear- 
ing out the plumbing fixtures when the 
hospital attendants attempted to subdue 
him. William Ahrens, one of the at- 
tendants, threw the ammonia in his 
face, it was charged. 

Strode lost completeiy the sight of one 
eye, and the other eye was injured. 
Ahrens and another atendant were dis- 
missed from the hospital service. 

Strode’s claim for relief was rejected 
by City Counselor Baird on the ground 
that it was excessive. The House of 
Delegates will adopt a resolution at its 
next meeting asking for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to make a thor- 
ough investigation.

Wenneker said he was on his way to 
Portland, Ore., to seek financial aid 
from friends there. He denied he had 
left his wife without means in St. Louis, 
but described himself as “practically 
penniless.”’ 

Sent Telegram toe Newspapers. 

Later in the day Wenneker sent this 
telegram to St. Louis newspapers from 
Winnemucca, Nev.: | 

Am on my way to meet a wealthy 
friend, in response to a telegram, 
who formerly lived in St. Louis and 
is desirous to come t@our city again. 

It’s a question of buy or sell control 

of the business. My temporary finan- 

cial embarrassment will not cause 

_the loss of a cent, hence I ask sus- 

pension of judgment until I return 

next week. Have plenty of friends 
in St. Louis to see me through and | 
am not traveling under cover, but 
in the open. Have not seen a St. 

Louis paper for four days. I don’t 

know what has been said. 

Gave Interview at Salt Lake. 

The Post-Dispatch gathered informa- 
tion which gave the firat clew af to 
Wenneker’s whereabouts. It ‘learned 
that he left St. Louig on a Missouri’ 
Pacific train Wednesday morning and 
that he told acquaintances whom he 
met on thé train that he Was going 
to San Francisco. 

The Post-Dispatch wired instructions 
to its correspondent at Salt Lake City 
to see Wenneker when his train ar- 
rived there.yesterday afternoon. This 
correspondent obtained the first inter- 
view given by Wenneker since his de- 
parture from St. Louis. Wenneker said: 

“The report that I am financially em- 
barrassed is very true. About two 
months ago I lost upwards of $50,000 tn 
steel stocks. It was all cold cash and 
left me, fluratively speaking, penniless. 
T-have plenty of securities that are solid 
investments aside from real estate in 
St. Louis, but I have been unable to 
realize anything on any of these securi- 
ties and have been pushed for money. 
That is one réason why I resigned the 
presidency of the candy firm. 

On Way te Portland. 
“Another is that I did not feel justi- 
fied in holding that position in face of 
the financial trouble that I knew was 
coming on. 

“f am now on my way to Portland, 
Ore., to seek financial aid from friends 
there. I will remain in Portland for 
two days and will leave there and go 
directly to St. Louis. When I left St.

Missouri Pacific Head Says Road 
Cannot Meet Demands of 
Public Without Increase. 


J. WW. LUSK TO BE WITNESS 


F. ‘J. Wade Tells Interstate Com- 
merce Commission There Is 
Much Idle Money. ° 


CHICAGO, March 6.—More high of- 
ficial® of Western railroads were to be 
heard before Interstate Commérce Com- 
missioner William M. Daniels today, in 
support of the claim of the Western 
roads that higher freight rates are nec- 
essary on certain commodities. 

Benjamin F. Bush, president of the 


Missouri Pacific road, was ready to re- 
sume his testimony, in which he held 
that many of the 41. Western roads 
which are jointly petitiowing for higher 
rates are not only unable to pay divi- 
dends but are in need of new capital 
for improvements. 

James W. Lusk, one of the receivers 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco Road, 
was to follow. After the general argu- 
ment is completed, the question of rates 
on the special commodities involved is 
to be considered in detail. 

War Not Alone to Blame, 

Bush, in his testimony yesterday, said 


with the public’s demands for increased 
efficiency unless higher freight rates 
were permitted. 

“We beileve,"’ he said, ‘“‘the bad eco- 
nomic conditions which have' prevaiied 
for the last 16 months, with the attend- 
ant depression of general business, have 
been. due more to the failure of the 
railroads to earn adequate revenues than 
to any other cause. The situation may 
have ‘been made more acute by the 
European war, but business depredgion 
Was upon us with full force prior to 
that. 

“When the railroads are prosperous 
they consume from 4 to 50 per cent of 
the basic industrial factors, and thus ini- 
tlate a moveméht in business which 
quickly pervades all industries and 
trades. When their revenues are in- 
adequate they are obliged in self-preser- 
vation to retrench. 

*‘Nine Industries in St. Louis dependent 


on railroads have been abliged to curtail] 


their forces some 10,0 men, and their 
payrolls on that account are 3588,000 less 
a month than in times of normal busi- 
ness. The loss in wages of employes of 
those nine St. Louis industries would ag- 
gregate $7,000,000 a year. The time has 
come when it is most vital, not only to 
the carriers’ interest, but to the indus- 
trial and commercial welfare of the 
country that the desired advances should 
be allowed.” 
Wade Is a Witness. 

Festus J. Wade, St. Louis banker, tes- 
tified that ow'ng to their poor earnings 
Western railroads were unable to obtain 
money except on high rates of interest, 
out of proportion to that asked from in- 
dustrial corporations. 

‘To what do you attribute the finan- 
cial depression from which the railroads 
are suffering?’ asked Luther Walker, 
counse] for the packing interests, who 
are opposing the increases. 

“T attribute it,” said Wade, “largely 
to the attacks of State Railway Com- 
missions in reducing the railroads’ rev- 
enue; to onerous acts by State legisla- 
tures, and to wild and extravagant 
charges against the railroads.” 

‘If business conditions throughotit the 
country are poor now, do you think it 
would hasten prosperity to tax the ship- 
pers?”’ 

“It would help hasten prosperity to re- 
store the credit of railroads. Many ship- 
pers who are now suffering from busi- 
ness depression would be glad to pay 
higher rates to improve business.”

Rescuers Release Them From 
Bratticed-Off Entry in West 
Virginia Shaft. 


HINTON, W. Va., March 6.—Forty- 
seven miners were found alive today in 
the Leyland Mine of the New River and 
Focahontas Coal Co., where they had 
been entombed since last Tuesday by 
& gas explosion. About 170 men, as far 
as could be checked up, were thought 
to have lost their lives and 78 dead bod- 
les have been taken out. Hope for any 
of the remainirg miners had been aban- 
doned. 

This morning rescuers in oxygen hel- 
mets came upon an entry of No, 3 
mine, which had been bratticed off. 
Close to the bratticework five men were 
encountered. alive, but In a weakened 
condition. They were able to walk 
from the mine and reported nine others 
were alive not far from where they 
were found. | 

The rescuers hastened their efforts 
and soon came upon more of the living 
miners, who were able to leave unas- 
sisted in most cases. When the entry 
had been explored a total of 47 men had 
been checked up, all apparently littlé 
the worse for their four days’ entomb- 
rent; except for a scmewhat weakéhed 
condition.

However competent the present board may be, 

there is no guarantee that under its self-perpet- 
uating power it will continue to be competent. In 
no other branch of public service has this policy 
proved good or even tolerable in the long run. 
In the museum ‘staff there is now a conspicnous 
lack of trained and demonstrated capacity. 
The fact that the McMillan bequest is contingent 
upon the perpetuation of the self-perpetuating 
system is disquieting. Although the condition of 
the bequest, which is far less than the city con- 
tributes annually, is not binding upon the State 
or the municipality and is contrary to public pol- 
icy, yet such bequests create a potent “Snfluence 
for the continuation of the system by which the 
city is deprived of representation on the board 
regardless of its undemocratic principle or posst- 
ble Hsastrous consequences.

ARY J. H. SKRINE is an English 
Vi novelist untouched by the blight: 
of modern literary decadence. 
Her romance, “Billie's Mother,"’ has for 
frontispiece a picture of\one of those 
old-fashioned low thatched cottages, 
with diamond window panes and paled 
garden, to be seen off the. beaten track 
in rural Britain. The story deals with 
a young woman reared in such a cot- 
tage, who becomes the wife of a man 
of the wealthy middle class who hap- 
pens to be one of those black sheep that 
bring sorrow to so many families.

comes a convict. 

Meanwhile, ‘‘Billie’’ has been born to 
the ill-matched couple, and an infant 
sister ‘follows to complicate matters. 
The mother, filled with hofror of the 
man who has thus ruined her future, 
determines that, at all hazards, the in- 
nocent children shall not suffer by her 
mistake. She attempts to hide herself 
and them against the day when he may 
return as a ticket-of-leave man. But 
he escapes long before that period and 
hunts them out at the risk of greater 
punishment. 

And at this crisis the story shows the 
author’s faith in ultimate good, For 
this wretch, who has hitherto mani- 
fested nothing but selfishness, is de- 
picted as having grown, through adver- 
sity, to the measure of a man. Just 
when we expect another tragedy, of the 
kind to be looked for where a man is 
uterly depraved, he pérforms an act of 
utter self-sacrifice. Por her sake he 
éliminates himself from the scerre. He 
will go and leave her and the children 
in peace. But the-law once more steps 
in, and the story ends as he is led off 
to finish his term of imprisonment. (The

“THE SWORD OF YouUTH.” 
‘HE silence of James Lane Allen 
T now happily has been broken and 
the voice that told us the sweetly 


‘strong stories of ‘‘The Choir Invisible’’ 


and “The Kentucky Cardinal” again is 
heard in “The Sword of Youth,” a 
romance of the Civil War days of tu- 
mult and tragedy. 

Despite its stormy environment, this 
new novel by one of the gentlest of 
poet-fictionists, also is gentle and poetic 
in its atmosphere. The bloody turmoil 
of battle is intimated rather than em- 
phasized, although we encounter the 
story’s hero on the tented field at one 
moment, and the dominant note sound- 
ed is that which reflects the pathos of 
the South’s devastated homes and un- 
tilled plantations and lonely women. It 
is a curious story, well-nigh plotless, 
yet vitally interesting in its psycho- 
logical aspéct. 

The clash of wills and characters is 
a clash between a Kentucky mother 
and her son, the former imperious and 
stubborn in authority, the latter tender 


and yielding to a certain point and then 


inflexible in dutifulness to his country. 
The issue between them is created by 
the son’s determination, on his seven- 
teenth birthday, to enlist in the South- 
ern army. The war now is in its second 
year and already his father and two 
elder brothers have been slain. The 
mother will not hear to this, though in 
hér secret soul she will feel a contempt 
for the lad if he fails in patriot re- 
solve. Whereupon, promptly, young Jo- 
seph Sumner steals away from his home 
at night and goes to join the Army of 
Northern Virginia under Lee’s com- 
mand. 

Pretty Lucy Morehead, his sweet- 
heart, bids him Godspeed to the front, 
promising to look after his mother and, 
also, to keep him informed of important 
happenings in their adjoining homes. 
Thus it comes about that, on the eve 
of almost the last battle of the Civil 
War, a letter from Lacy tells Joseph 
Sumner that his mother is dying and 
must see him before she dies. He de- 
serts in the face of the enemy—only to 
errive home and find his mother dead. 
That same night he begins his return to 
Lee’s army. Arriving at headquarters, 
he goes straight to Gen. Lee himself, 
telling the truth of his desertion. And 
that splendid soldier pardons him and 
orders him to rejoin his regiment. Then 


jcomes the surrender at Appomattox, 


followed by Joseph Sumner’s return 
home, where love and happiness and 
Lucy Morehead await him. 

It is an exquisitely told story,. slight 
of plot though it be, and is just suffi- 
ciently amplified from the form in which 
originally it ran as a short serial in the 
Century Magazine to accentuate its 
Kentucky atmosphere and intensify its 
poetic quality.
